MORE TENSION AT: 
“NANKING. 


STUDENTS STILL 
AGITATING. 


Shanghai, Dec. 11. 

Resenting the Police measures in 
arresting thofr lenders, 6,000 
students including numerous under- 
graduates of the universities, be- 
steged the Municipal Government 
Building in the native City and 
surrounded the place for twenty 
hours from Wednesday evening to 
‘Thursday morning. The students 
subsequently sclected five delogates 
who interviewed the Mayor of 
Shanghal. Mr. Chang Chun, and 
demanded that tho authorities: im-. 
mediately release the arrested 
atudent. 

The excitement of the students 
was brought to high pitch and they 
attempted to wreck the Munfeipal 
Buallding. Their act was prevented 
in the nick of time by the appear- 
unce of the Mayor, Mr. Chang 
Chun, who addressed the atudents 
In tears promising to dismiss the 
Police Commissioner, Ghen Heal- 
tseng, and to resign himself. The 
aludent mob subsequently ‘dSs- 
persed, 

On the same evening the studont 
ayitators indulyed in other 
riotous neta including the wrack- 
tny of a railway track on the 
Shanghal-Nanking Railway, | The 
incident was observed and the Hne 
was repaired before dawn in time 
to avoid an accident, 

A grroup of students later as- 
sembled on the railway track nid 
defied all police efforts to move 
them, Consequently the evening 
express from Nanking was con- 
siderahly delayed, 

More Student Petitioners. 

Over 300 students from [suchow 
schools assembled at the Hauchow 
Station on the Tientain-Pukow 
Railway yesterday to await — the 
arrival of students from Peking 
and Tientsin to join them to pro- 
ceed to Nanking to present peti- 
tions to the ‘Government. A 
similar movement is taking place at 
Pengfow, another city on the same 
railway. 

A Hangchow Incident, 

Hundreds of students paraded in 
the stroets yesterday at Hangchow, 
the demonstration culminating in 
an attack on the Provincial Govern- 
ment Building following an abor- 
tive attempt to aeck an audience 
with the Kiangsu Government offi- 

i The angry atudenta later 

ted their attacks-on the Educa- 

1 Department and severely as- 
saulted a Secretary. The students 
also conflicted with the Police on 
their way back to the schools, re- 
sulting in| some minor injuries 
among the students. 

A Nanking message states that 
2,000 students from the Peking 
and Tientain' universities arrived at 
Pukow yesterday and they have 
planned to present a petition to the 
Government to-day. These thou- 
sands of demonstrators will be re- 
inforeed by a still bigger force 
from Shanghal in a day or two, 
when a great street demonstration 
will tnke place'on Monday next at 
Nanking. The accommodation of 
all schools and university premises 
at Nanking [a being taxed to 
capacity as quarters. have to be 
found for the Peking and Tientsin 
visitors, 

Railways Blocked. 
Nanking, Dee. 7. 

The patriotic ardour of the 
students at Nanking, Peking, 
Shanghai and other points has in- 
terrupted traffic on two of Chinn's 
main raflway systems—the Shang- 
hai-Nanking and the — 7 lentsin- 
Pukow railways, 

It has also.Jed the Foretgn Minis- 
ter of the National Government 
carefully to conceal his  where- 
abouts, so that he may avoid listen- 
ing to the impossible demands of 
the students and, perhaps, the in- 
juring not only of his dignity but 
hia person. x 

This morning the students were 
to have called at the Foreign Ofce 
to force un interview with Dr. Wal- 
Hington Koo, but the meeting did 
not take place. The Forelgn Min- 
ister wag out and, for one rengon or 
another, the students did not pre- 
sent their cards, However, even 
had -they been, able to muke their 

projected call, there would have 
been no one to receive them, for the 
entire staff of the Foreign Office’ 


“was absent, conspicuously ‘ao.

CHINA PEACE, _ 


MR. WANG CHING-WErS 
SUGGESTION. 


Shanghal, Dee. 11. 

With a view to settling the 
Manchurian dispute and bringing 
about peace In China, Mr. Wanye 
Ching-wel has suggested — the 
organization of a National’ 
Salvation Conference to take the 
place of the Fourth Kuomintans 
Congress. Mr. Wang in a long’ 
statement addressed to the Nan- 
king and Canton leaders urgos 
that representatives of tha two 
Governments and, deologates 
representing’ the, public bodfcs 
should be invited to participate in 
this meeting ‘which he says 
should hold its preliminary sea- 
sions at Shanghai. « 

Complicated Situation. 

Emphasizing thé numerous 
obstacles confronting the Fourth 
Kuomintang National Congress, 
Mr. Wang Ching-wel says that al- 
though the preliminary peace con- 
erences were held in Shanghai, 
and resolutions .wore passed un- 
fortunately the decisions had not 
been approved by a section of the 
Southern leaders who insisted on 
the retiremont of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kal-shek before the, do- 
partlure of the southern Congress 
delegates frum Canton for Nan- 
king. Meanwhile this hopeless 
position had been made mora 
complicated by the stubborn 
attitude of Nanking in ins{sting 
that Chiang Kai-ahek should only 


resign after the final session of | 


the Congress ‘nt Nanking, 

It Is feared that a deadlock will 
be reached ff the existing nituation 
iy allowed to continue, Mr. Wang 
Ching-wef concludes by saying 
that if the lenders of “the ‘two 
Governments are willing to attend 
this National Conference 
Nanking he is most willing to 
draft the regulations governing 
its convention. : : 

Delegutes Arrive. 

The four Southern peace envoys, 
Messrs. Sun Fo, Eugene Chen, Li 
Wen-fan and ©. C. Wu, who 
left) Hongkong oon the Pre. 
sident Coolidge, arrived here 
yesterday afternoon and = con. 
ferred with Messrs. Wang Ching- 
wei and Chow Lu at the residence 
of Mr. Sun Fo for two hours yes: 
terday evening. Later the sume 
night General Chen Ming-shu and 
Messrs, Fu  Ping-sheung and 
Cheng Hung-nien arrived and 
joined in the diacussion.

Pessimists who have been both’ 


alarmed and puzzled by the. fallin 
the exchange valte of the pound 
will, ft is to be hoped, find in Mr, 
Neville Chamberlain's latest speech 
something -to cause them to view 
the situation much more  compla- 
cently. It has all along been ap- 
parent that the decline of sterling 
hos had nothing to do with Britain’s 
internal conditions. Nothing has 
happened to support the view that 
the country is in a.bad way. The 
whole explanation is to be found 
in the withdrawal of foreign money 
<a withdrawal which, us Mr. 
Chamberlain ‘suggests, will even- 
tually be proved to have been utter- 
ly fovlish: In the circumstances, 
there is nothing | immediate. that 
the Government can do to reetify 
the situation, which will eventually 
rend just itself as general world con- 
fidence is restored. : 

I. is becoming more evident 
every day that no marked improve- 
ment will be geen in world condi- 
Yions until the war debt and re- 
parationa issues . are sensibly 
bundled. There are expectations 
thot the near future will witness 
ti serious international effort to deal 
with ‘these ‘problems. No mere 
tinkering with the question will 
sulfice; {it must be tackled on 
thorough-going lines, Admittedly, 
there are difficulties alead, but it 
should not be boyond the Ingenulty 
of the Powers to evolve auch modi- 
flentions as will bo of mutual berofit 
to all concerned. The Fronch at- 
fitude that any revision of ropara- 
tions must:be accompanied by a 
corresponding scaling-down of war 
debts fs ono owhich will find con- 
aldorable aupport in Europo, There 
ure other, and equatly important; 
conaidorations, but. the main point 
ls. that tho existing... schemes ‘will 


it possible to reconcile ourselves to 
other aspects of the situation.. The 
chicf necessity, so far as the people 
of the Old Country are concerned, 
‘Is to maintain the internal pur- 
chasing power of the pound, which 
the Government is seeking to do by 
all menns at its disposal. ‘1iere is, 
of course, bound to be some adverse 
effect felt by the decline in sterling, 
especially in the prices of imported 
‘goods, but it is not expected that 
the rise in living costa will be very 
marked. | : 

_ The grent need, not only for 
Britain, but for the whole world Is 
‘ptability, so that we may all know 
exactly where we stand. The pre- 
acnt fluctuation and uncertainty are 
good for no-one. Fortunately, des- 
pite the abnormal conditions, Bri- 
tain remaing thoroughly sound at 
heart. Not only is she able to meet 
all her obligations, but she {is.in a 


position to'make substantial provi-- 


sion for ‘debt redemption. There 
has Iatterly been some talk in the 
Paris press of co-operation with 
Britain for the purpose ‘of stabills- 
ing the pound. Indeed, it has been 


definitely reported that, during nis: 


recent visit to England, the French 
Finance Minister offered Britain a 
stubilisation loan in return for con- 
cessions on the tariff issue but that 
the offer wis turned down. The 
inference from this circumstance 
is that Britain is quite well able 
to cope with the situation, and, al- 
though she may not be in a posi- 
tion to bring: back the lost valuc 
of sterling at the ‘moment, she can 
nfford to awalt developments which 
in the long run will rectify the 
situation. 


Labour-Saving Device Dispute. 

The “more looms per weaver” 
question, which has been vexing 
employers and* operatives in the 
Lancashire cotton industry for 
some months past, still defies set- 
tlement. The temporary agree- 
ment. reached at -Burnloy,.experi- 
mental in character, und giving 
vide to hopes .that a way to a 
permanent solution had been 
opened, is now repudiated by the 
General Council of the Weavers’ 
Amalgamation, . This agreement 
permitted the operation of six 
looms instead, of the customary 
four, and instend of the eight 
originally proposed by the em- 
ployers: It broke down because 
the Weavers’: Amalgamation fear- 
ed, not without cause, that local 
agreements would spread and 
render impossible the task of the 
trade union in negotiating an 
Agreement satisfactory to the 
whole of the workers in the In- 
slustry. The chief reason for the 
failure of all attempts at concila- 
tion hus been the difference in the 
wages proposed by the employers 
and ‘those desired by the opera- 
tives, It needs no argument to 
justify the plea ofthe operative 
that in return for doubling hia 
output he. should receive, either a 
reduction’ of working hours, , en- 
abling displaced. weavers to find 
employment, or ‘a substantial in- 
crease In pay, The employers de- 
munded n free hand in the allot- 
ment of looms’ and, in the first 
instance at all events, were not 
prepared to add to the employee's 
waxes, The result was a lockout, 
which failed, partly becaiise of 
luck of unity among the mill- 
owners and partly because of the 
action of an unoffictal committee 
of operatives in repudiating their 
leaders. That tho. more-looms 
aystem will finally bo introduced 
into the Lancashire cotton indus- 
try can hardly be doubted, pro- 
vided, of course, that satisfactory 
terms can ba arranged. The 
weavers’ contest {8 one of para- 
mount. interest to manual workers 
in all industries.

The well-known German painter, 
Lesser Ury, who was given a 
pauper’s funeral whon he died at 
the age of seventy, since he was 
supposed to be utterly deatitute, 
cl out to have been a wealthy, 


mV bew > his executors ‘began to 
clear up his studio and arrange his 
unsold works they found, 
away among the pictures, several 
thousand marks in ensh, bundlea of 
notes and honds, a long pear! neck- 
lact and a record of deposits in an 
old German bank nmounting to 250,- 
000 marks (£12,500 at par). 

Under the dust and debris of the 
studio the executors also discovered 
unopened parcels and boxes contain- 
ing a fur coat of the most elegant 
cut, expansive’ silk underwear, 
bottles of wine, champagne an 
liquers and other luxuries, 

During his lifetime the purchaser 
was always half-starved and pre- 
ferred to work. huddled up ina 
xreat-coat rather than burn coal to 
heut his room. 

Lessor Ury belonged to the im- 
pressionlst school of painters: His 
pictures of rainy « Berlin streets, 
glowing with a thousand reflections, 
have obtained incrensed recognition 
during the Inst ten years. His best 
work ia genernily considered — to 
have been produced during the few 
weeks he spent in London.

RAID. 


WHAT DOCUMENTS 
"DISCLOSED. 


After thirteen yenva it has be 
come’ known that one of the 
principal events which brought 
about the end of the Great War, 
after plans had been made for

“T deft immediately ‘after secur- 
ing their revolvers and! searching

Sceured more papers, and, with 
these, | immediately returned with.
